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ANNUAL REPORT

SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


Fellow Citizens :—In conformity to established usage 
and the requirements of law, the School Committee of 
Middleboro’ present the Annual Report. 

It is always pleasant and satisfactory to witness and to 
speak of good success. We therefore take pleasure in 
reporting, that, during the past year, most of the schools 
in town have, in our opinion, made commendable progress. 
While your committee thus report our schools, we are 
equally confident that a much higher. success is attainable. 

No subject seems to be so much neglected and so poor- 
ly taught in a large proportion of our schools as reading. 
Too long and too difficult reading lessons are often assigned 
to children. No reading lesson is properly selected and 
studied unless the pupil can tell in his or her own words 
the substance of the story or representation. We are of 
the opinion that one very important step towards improve- 
ment in reading could be made by the introduction of the 
phonic and word methods into our primary schools, instead 
of instructing our little ones by the old A B C method, a 
practice long since discarded by the ablest of educators. 

The primary school is the place where a foundation for 
an education is laid. How essential therefore that we have 
our Primary Schools in charge of the best of teachers. If 
the opportunity for laying a good foundation for an educa- 
tion during the years assigned to the Primary School be 
lost it is forever lost. — 
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GRADING. . 


Whoever has taken the time to visit the several schools 
_in No. 18 must have discovered something lacking in the 
present system of grading, if such it may be called. It is 
now a long and tedious journey for the ambitious scholar, 
from the Primary School up through the Higher Primary, 
Lower Iritermediate, Intermediate, Grammar, into the High 
School. Moreover, the various departments now overlap 
each other. In higher and lower grades we find classes 
equally advanced, and even vying with each other to see 
which will be farther advanced at the end of the term. 
That these things ought not so to be the Committee are 
well aware. It is the natural result of what may have been 
regarded as a necessity. As any room became over- 
crowded, without regard to scholarship, classes or parts 
of classes have been pushed forward to where there was 
room for them. 3 

We had hoped to be able to report a new order of 
things at this time; but the board, having been weakened 
by the ill-health of one member, have found all that they 
could well attend to without undertaking any new project. 
However, Providence permitting, this matter will receive. 
the especial attention of the Committee early in the present 
year. 





INCREASED APPR OPRIATION. 


The Committee are a unit in believing that three terms 
of twelve weeks each are none too much for our schools. 
This leaves for vacations nearly one third of the year To 
say that terms of twelve weeks would overtax the average 
child is hardly defensible, and to plead a danger of their 
learning and knowing too much is what no sane man in 
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this enlightened age, will undertake to do. To continue 
our schools thirty-six weeks is what cannot be done with 
the present appropriation, unless we follow the wild sug- 
gestion of one, to farm out their instruction to the lowest 
bidder, which would soon leave us with no schools worthy 
of the name. If the town think the opinion of the Committee 
in this matter worthy of adoption, it will be found necessary 
to increase the appropriation by five hundred dollars. This 
small sum cannot perceptibly increase the burden of the 
individual tax-payer while it cannot but add to the intelli- 
‘gence of the rising generation. Let no one think that 
because he and his father and grandfather make out to 
exist with only a very little knowledge, that their children 
could not make a good use of much more. 





PALANIED THACHER: 


Not a few are exercised about the unequal length of 
schooling in our higher and lower grades, and fancy they 
find an injustice in continuing the High and Grammar 
schools several weeks after the others have closed. 

Such should be informed that our State law has taken 
the length of the High School out of the Committee’s hands ; 
and also that the expense to the town is no more for forty 
weeks than it would be for thirty, inasmuch as its instruct- 
ors are hired by the year. As to expense, the same is true 
of the Grammar school. Such instructors as are quali- 
fied for that position must be paid by the year, and will 
teach a longer or shorter time, as the Committee may di- 
rect. So thatthe complaint of an unfair distribution of the 
appropriation is not justly made. 
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CONTAGIOUS DISEASES IN SCHOOLS. 


It having been verified the past winter that our schools 
constitute a fruitful source for the spread of contagious dis- 
eases, and that serious results may accrue from neglect of 
taking preventive measures, we give ‘the following rules 
for preventing the spread of contagion in school, as taken 
from the Report of the State Board of Health. 

1. A certificate of vaccination is to be required of 
every child entering the public schools, as is the law now 
in Massachusetts. 

2. Physicians to be required, under penalties, to re- 
port to local Boards of Health all cases of dangerous infec- 
tious diseases observed by them, the Board to inform Prin- 
cipals of schools. 

3. The existence of any case of such diseases in a 
house to exclude the inmates from attendance at school for 
a sufficient length of time; the propriety of re-admission 
being certified to by a competent physician. | 

4. Disinfection of premises and clothing by the Board 
of Health in every house where the above diseases have 
_ prevailed. : 

5. Medical authority to be designated for the purpose 
of advising teachers and pupils, and pointing out to the 
School Committee matters in regard to which their author- 
ity might be used to improve the sanitary condition of 
schools. 


ABSENCE AND TARDINESS. 


Absence and tardiness are grievous faults. The 
operation of these two prevalent evils presents a great 
hindrance to the progress of our schools. Nothing so dis- — 
courages a faithful, earnest teacher as not to have all her 
scholars in their places every day.

With a constant increase in the number of patrons of 
our Public Library, and in the number of books on its 
shelves, comes an increase in the labor and responsibility 
of its care. The statistics of its recorded work during the 
year are given in the 


REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN. 


At the date of last report the Library numbered 2729 volumes. The 
present report brings the total to 2,942, an increase of 213. : 

The Library has been open for the delivery of books 293 days, and 
20,804 have been loaned during that time, an average of 71 per day, all of 
which have been returned. The largest number of books delivered in one 
month was 2,296 volumes; in one day was 200. The number of cards is- 
sued now amounts to 2,046.

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FISH WAY. 


There has been nothing done about the Fish-Way at 
the shovel works dam as yet. Mr. Brackett of the Board 
of Fish Commissioners was here last spring, and after ex- 
amining the way, stated that if we would decide what kind 
of a Fish-Way would be‘satisfactory to the town, and give 
him the P. O. address of the owner of the mill (dam?), he 
would do his best to have it built. 

At a town meeting, January 24th, 1880, it was voted 
that the matter of this Fish-Way be referred to the follow- 
ing committee, viz.: L. M. Alden, Ellis Weston and Wm. | 
B. Wood, to report at a future meeting. ‘This committee 
have decided to recommend that the town ask the Commis- 
sioners to cause a new way to be built on the south-east 
side of the dam, beyond all the works, similar to the one 
at the Star Mills. The distance is about 300 feet, width 
proposed, 6 feet, and the fall is about one foot in thirty 
feet.

ARTICLES IN THE WARRANT FOR TOWN MEETING, MARCH 22p, 1880. 
Article 1st.—TYo choose a Moderator, 


Article 2d.—To choose all necessary Town Officers for the ensuing year, the following 
officers to be voted for all on one ballot, viz.: Town Clerk, Treasurer and Collector, Select- 


_men, Assessors, Overseers of the Poor, School Committee, Constables and Fish Wardens. 


Article 3d.—To determine the manner of repairing the Highways and Bridges the pres- 
ent year. 


Article 4th.—To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray the expenses of 
the town the present year, and determine when the same shall be assessed and how appro- 
priated. 


Article 5th.—To choose a Board of Auditors toexamine claims against the town and order 
the payment of the saine. 


Article 6th.—To choose a committee to settle with their Treasurer, and report the condi- 
tion of the Treasury. i 


Article 7th.—To vote the pay to the Treasurer and Collector for his services the past year, 
and Sealer of Weights and Measures for two years. 


Article 8th.—To dispose of the town’s right to take Alewives the present year, and act 
anything thereon. : 


Article 9th.—To see if the town will vote that yards of the persons chosen Field Drivers 
shall be Town Pounds so long as they remain in office, provided they also be chosen Pound 
Keepers. ; 


Article 1oth.—To see if the town will authorize their Overseers of the Poor to contract with 
some person to take charge of their Almshouse, and act anything thereon. 

Article 11th.—To allow accounts against the town, and act anything thereon. 

Article 12th.—To take action in relation to clearing the Highways of snow the present 
year. 
_ Article 13th.—To choose a committee to have the care of the Town House and lot. 

Article 14th.—To hear and act on the reports of any Town Officers or Committees of the 
town. 


Article 15th.—To see if the town will authorize their Treasurer to hire money in anticipa- 
tion of the taxes the present year, and act anything thereon. 


Article 16th.—To see if the town will vote to pay a part of the expense of a Night Watch 


‘at the *‘ Four Corners,” and act anything thereon. 


Article 17th.—To see if the town will repair the ‘“‘Fish-way” at ‘‘Muttock” (so called), and 
act anything thereon. 

Article 18th.—To take such action as the towrhshall see cause iu reference to regulating 
the taking of fish in the ponds leased by the Fish Commissioners to the,towns ot Middle- 
boro’, Lakeville, Rochester and Freetown, and to the enforcing the provisions of said lease, 


Article 19th.—To see if the town will instruct their Assessors to take a new valuation the 
present yéar, and act anything thereon. 


Article 20th.—To see if the town will authorize their School Committee to purchase text- 


books for use ‘in the public schools, and act anything thereon. (By request). 
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
